Allowable Subject Matter

Claims 2, 4, 12, 14 are cancelled. 

Claims 1, 3, 5-11, 13, 15-27 (renumbered as 1-23 respectively) are patentable. 

The entire prior-art combination disclosed (in the office-actions of this case) fails to 
anticipate or render the claimed limitations in combination with all the recited limitations of the 
disclosed independent claims obvious (viewed the entire claim as a whole), over any of the 
prior art of record, alone or in combination.
